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Forward 


In 1982, tired of taking the various religion classes that are required when attending 
Brigham Young University, I took a genealogy class. For some time, I had been 
interested in my family background. As a child I remember listening to some of the 
stories that my father and grandmother would talk about. At that age I did not really 
care to hear about the old people in my family, especially, people I had never seen and 
would never see. On the other hand, my mother told wonderful stories about her 
childhood which I enjoyed. My sisters and I will always remember the story of Mom 
swallowing the fly while singing in church. And who could forget about the rooster that 
would chase her when she came out of the farm house; or Dan, the horse she would 
ride while her father plowed the fields. 


Eventually I made my first pilgrimage to the Family History Library in Salt Lake City, 
Utah. I did not spend much time in the Library as it all seemed so overwhelming and I 
did not know where to begin. Once I started the university class though, I was hooked. I 
have been seriously researching since that time. 


My ancestors were very kind to me in that once they got to Berks County, Pennsylvania 
they decided to stay for many generations. My initial research began by asking the 
living relatives what information they knew about the family. I was fortunate that they 
knew their grandparents. I used census records to build the various family 
relationships, but the key records which I used were church records, particularly the 
baptism records. 


As any good novice researcher would do, I was busy tracing my direct line families and 
having good success and a lot of fun. Gathering pictures was my favorite past-time. It 
was nice to be able to put a name with a face. At that point the people started to become 
alive to me and were not just names and dates on a page. I had never seen a picture of 
my paternal grandfather until a distant relative of mine, who lived in Florida, sent me 
two pictures. 


When I started to look in the records of Zion (Spies) Church in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania I came across a plethora of individuals with the surname “Bingaman.” 
My curiosity was peaked, and I began to wonder how all of them were related, and if 
there were individuals alive today who were related to these distant relations. That was 
when my research really took off. 


I searched pastor and church records, re-examined census records and collected 
marriage, divorce, land and obituaries. The latter were my favorites. With the help of 
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newly found relations, I went to the neighborhoods where the ancestors lived and took 
pictures of their homes. How I wish I could have seen those homes in the early 20" 
century. I carefully entered all the vital information I had gathered into a computer 
genealogy program, sourcing each record and filing the documents in an orderly 
manner for future use. Over the years I would try to contact various individuals in the 
hope that they would be able to provide me with information that I had not been able to 
locate. I collected a lot of information over the years but was only sharing the 
information with my immediate family. Then it happened. 


In 2006 my father died at the age of eighty-three. As I flew back home from his funeral I 
thought, “Uh Oh, I’m next.” I had gathered a ton of information and was the only 
person who had access to it. I wanted, no I felt I needed, to get the information out to 
people who might be interested. No longer did I feel those ancestors were just dead and 
gone. I wanted to know more about them than just names and dates on a page. I wanted 
to know about their lives. There was a sense of urgency to preserve the memory of my 
ancestors and their various relations. 


I kicked around a few ideas about how to get my research out to people and finally 
decided on a novel idea, a book. Yes, a book with real pages that people could turn. A 
descendancy book seemed to be the best way to present the information and I decided 
to use Samuel Bingeman and his wife Sarah Wentzel as my starting point. I picked 
Samuel Bingeman because I felt the connection to his possible parents was based too 
much on speculation. 


My goal during the next years was to find as many descendants as I could of Samuel 
Bingeman and Sarah Wentzel. I contacted more than one hundred people to gather 
stories and especially pictures of those who had come before us. I was pleasantly 
surprised by how many people wanted to talk about their parents or grandparents and 
many expressed their love for those deceased individuals. Only three individuals hung 
up on me in my attempt to gain information. Hey, in today’s day and age of identity 
theft, I don’t blame them. With that in mind all the names and information of those who 
are living at the time this book was published have not been included. 


Once again, I picked up my camera and began taking pictures of homes. I visited 
numerous cemeteries to take pictures of the final resting places of the ancestors, and 
some of the people I had contacted sent me copies of family pictures. I was grateful for 
all the items people sent me. 


After many years, my research is not complete. In fact, not all my findings have been 
included in this book. For privacy reasons I have not included the names of living 
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individuals. If the reader knows the names of their grandparents, I believe this book 
will be helpful. I think this is a good start. 


I hope all who browse this book enjoy the enclosed information. My research will 
continue and if you wish to share information about your Bingaman relations, please 
feel free to contact me. 


Chapter 1 
Introduction 


This book is not intended to give a history of all the Bingaman families of Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. What is intended is to document the descendants of Samuel Bingeman 
and Sarah Wentzel. This couple and their progeny were selected because it was felt 
there was too much speculation and uncertainty concerning the parents and ancestors 
of Samuel Bingeman. There is a smattering of information in various Berks County 
records concerning the Bingaman family. However, it appears that little has been done 
to verify the numerous family connections. 


By looking around the city of Reading and just east of Reading, people can find traces of 
one of the earliest families to settle in Berks County. Bingaman Street and its associated 
bridge’ along with Bingaman Court can be found in the southern part of Reading. 
Alsace and Lower Alsace Townships contain a Bingaman Road while St. Lawrence and 
Exeter Township include Bingaman Street. Other locations are not so obvious. 
Antietam Lake Park with its welcome center, was the farm of Charles Bingeman. Not 
too far from the nature center is Bingaman School which is now a single-family 
dwelling and the Daniel Bingeman farm still stands near Bingaman Road in Alsace 
Township. 


The earliest reference to the Bingaman family, in what would become Berks County, is 
found in the records of Reverend Johann Casper Stoever. It indicates the 3 October 1731 
christening of Joh. Diethrich, child of Peter Bingeman of Oley. This was probably the 
same Peter Bingeman, who in 1737, purchased one hundred fifty-nine acres on the east 
side of the Schuylkill River for £33.00. The current Bingaman Street located in Reading, 
Pennsylvania was the northern boundary of what was Peter Bingeman’s property. In 
his will, Peter listed the following children: John Peter, John Henry and Johannes. 
Subsequent land transactions of Peter’s children help to identify his additional children 
who were Leonard, Charles (Carl), Anna Regina, Elisabeth and Rosina.’ It should not be 
assumed that all current individuals with the surname Bingaman descend from Peter, 
of Oley. It is believed there were at least three migrations of Bingaman families into the 
Berks County area. They were probably related although no certain connection has yet 
been found.

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According to the records of Zion (Spies) Lutheran Church in Alsace Township, John 
Bingemann, son of Carl Bingemann was born 13 October 1774 and baptized 5 February 
1775. Carl was probably Charles, son of Peter, of Oley. On 8 October 1800 a John 
Bingemann married a Catharina Wagner which was recorded in Schwartzwald Church, 
Exeter Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania. By examining church records it is 
believed that John and Catharina Bingemann had at least five children: Margaretha, 
Samuel, Maria Magdalena, Henrich and Susanne. This book is about their second child, 
Samuel, and his descendants. 


Samuel first appeared as an adult in the records of Berks County at age twenty-three 
with his marriage to Sarah Wentzel on 30 September 1827.4 Samuel and his young 
family resided in Alsace Township, as is evidenced by the 1830° and 1840° census 
records. In 1850, the first year the federal census listed every member in the household, 
Samuel was noted as a laborer and owning no property.’ Exactly where the family lived 
in Alsace Township is not known. 


By 1860 Samuel was living with his third child, Samuel, Jr., and his family, in Alsace 
Township.’ Because Samuel’s younger children were living in various households 
throughout Berks County, it is assumed that Sarah, the elder Samuel’s wife, died 
between 1850 and 1860. After 1860, the elder Samuel was not located on later census 
records and it is assumed he died sometime during that decade. It is not known where 
Samuel and Sarah Bingeman were buried but is assumed they were buried in the old 
church yard of Spies Church.

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Chapter 2 


Charles Bingeman (1829-1903) and Sarah Miller (1829-1914) 


(1) Charles Bingeman was the first of ten children born to Samuel Bingeman and Sarah 
Wentzel. Charles was born 1 March 1829 and baptized 4 June 1829 in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.! Little is known about his early life other than he learned the trade of a 
stonemason and enjoyed ‘coon and “possum hunting.? Charles married Sarah Miller, 
daughter of Daniel and Elizabeth (Seidel) Miller on 8 September 1849 in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.* Interestingly, the 1850 census listed Charles as living with his parents 
but his wife was not listed.* 


In 1852 Charles purchased 
approximately thirty-four 
acres of land in Alsace 
Township, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania from Jacob 
Adam. In 1860 Charles and 
his family resided in Alsace 
Township where Charles 
worked as a farmer. At that 
time his real estate was 
valued at twenty-five 
hundred dollars and_ his 
personal estate at five 
hundred ninety-five dollars.

fifteen acres of unimproved lands. His live-stock included: one horse, one milk cow, 
five other cattle and eleven swine valued at two-hundred forty dollars. The farm

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produced twenty-four bushels of wheat, twenty-four bushels of rye, forty bushels of 
Indian corn, sixty-eight bushels of oats, one-hundred bushels of Irish potatoes with 
products from the orchards valued at thirty dollars. The farm’s market produce was 
valued at fifty dollars with two-hundred and sixty dollars of butter and eight tons of 
hay.° 1870 saw some increase in his real estate value to thirty-five hundred dollars while 
his personal estate was valued at seven hundred dollars. His livestock increased to two 
horses and three milk cows valued at four-hundred dollars. The wheat output increased 
to twenty-five bushels, Indian corn increased to fifty and one hundred bushels of oats 
were produced while some areas of the farm decreased in production. Irish potatoes 
were down to fifty bushels and the orchard products were valued at twenty dollars. The 
estimated value of all the farm products was five hundred and ninety-three dollars.” 


Between 1870 and 1880 Charles and Sarah’s son, Albert and his family, moved into the 
farmhouse. Another grandson, Samuel Ernst, son of Charles’ daughter Wilhelmina, also 
moved in with the family. These new additions were probably needed to work the 
farm. 


In 1888 the city of Reading passed an ordinance to purchase the property of Charles for 
six thousand-five hundred dollars.’ However, it appears that Charles worked his farm 
until 1893 when the property was eventually sold to the city of Reading, Pennsylvania. 
The sale was precipitated by the fact that Antietam Lake, being used as a water supply 
for Reading, was becoming polluted by the farms in the area. Charles’ farm was one of 
those depositing waste into the water supply. Charles and his family moved to 525 
South Eighteenth Street in Reading, but age did not slow him. He continued to pursue 
his favorite sport of ‘coon and ‘possum hunting, tramping through the country side, 
traveling between five to forty miles a night.’ Charles worked as a day laborer until his 
death from cancer on 30 December 1903 at his residence, 522 South Eighteenth Street in 
Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania.’ Charles was noted in his wife’s obituary as 
being "the oldest ‘coon and ‘possum hunter in Berks County." Sarah died of 
pneumonia on 23 November 1914 at 531 South Eighteenth Street, in Reading, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania at the age of eighty-five.’* Both were buried in Spies Church 
Cemetery.

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Upon Charles’ death, and after all his debts had been paid, he left the rest of his estate 
to his wife, Sarah. However, upon her death the property was divided as follows: 
Albert, the oldest son received the house and lot on Sixteenth and a half Street. He also 
received a grandfather clock that was in the possession of Charles. Wilhelmina, the 
oldest daughter received the house and lot at 525 South Eighteenth Street. Catharine, 
who married Charles H. Schell, received the house and lot at 527 South Eighteenth 
Street. Emma, who married John Endy, received the house and lot at 529 South 
Eighteenth Street. Samuel Ernst, the grandson of Charles, and son of George and 
Wilhelmina (Bingeman) Ernst received the house and lot at 531 South Eighteenth Street.

Upon the death of Sarah, all personal property of Charles and Sarah was sold at public 
auction and the money realized from that sale was divided among the surviving 
children, except for Henry who received five dollars.

County, Pennsylvania.”» Sarah worked for a time as a cigar worker while 
Wilson worked at numerous jobs which included cigar maker, laborer in a steel 
mill and musician. In 1942 Wilson worked on the Federal Music Project. Sarah 
and Wilson lived at 1130 Greenwich Street, Reading, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania from 1910 through 1957. Sarah died at home on 4 October 1956, 
due to various cardio vascular problems.** Wilson died 1 April 1957 at Reading, 
Berks County, Pennsylvania.* Both were buried in Charles Evans Cemetery, 
Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania. No Issue

She died on 24 August 1877 in Berks County, Pennsylvania.” 

Laura Ernst was born on 15 June 1879 and baptized on 5 April 1879 in Berks 
County, Pennsylvania.”° Additional information has not been located for Laura. 
Charles Henry Ernst was born 8 September 1880 at Reading, Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.” He was baptized on 6 July 1881 in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.*’ Charles registered for the drafts of World War I?! and World 
War II but it appears he never served in either conflict. Charles died 30 
November 1944 of renal disease at Wernersville State Hospital in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania. He was buried at Hain’s Church Cemetery. 

Howard Clay Ernst was born 19 September 1881 at Reading, Berks County

(2) Daniel Bingeman, the second child and second son of Samuel Bingeman and Sarah 
Wentzel, was born in Berks County, Pennsylvania on 20 February 1831 and baptized 9 
May 1831 at Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania.' Daniel’s first wife, Mary Jane 
Roland, was seventeen years old at the time of their marriage on 5 October 1850 at 
Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania.* Sadly, Mary Jane, aged twenty-three, died 10 
August 1854 and was buried 13 August 1854 in Spies Church Cemetery, Alsace 
Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania.* Daniel married second Sarah Gottshall, 
daughter of Daniel and Hannah (Schildt) Gottschall, on 27 July 1861 in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.* Daniel, a stone mason by trade, also farmed in Alsace Township, Berks 
County, Pennsylvania. Located along what is now Bingaman Road, Daniel’s farm in 
1870 was sixty acres and estimated to be worth three thousand two hundred dollars. Of 
the sixty acres, forty were improved and twenty acres were wooded area. His livestock, 
estimated at three hundred dollars included one horse, five milk cows and two swine. 
He produced thirty-five bushels of winter wheat, thirty bushels of rye, fifty bushels of 
Indian corn, two hundred bushels of oats, twenty-five bushels of Irish potatoes, two 
hundred pounds of butter and fifteen tons of hay. In all Daniel’s total farm production 
was estimated at six hundred seventy-five dollars.° Ten years later, in 1880, Daniel’s 
farm had increased in value to four thousand four hundred dollars. He had six milk 
cows and produced seven hundred fifty pounds of butter. The farm produced eighty 
bushels of Indian corn, one hundred twenty bushels of oats, fifteen bushels of rye, 
eighty bushels of wheat and seventy bushels of Irish potatoes. Daniel’s farm in 1879 
included a one-acre orchard which contained twenty apple trees.° 


Daniel retired from farming after the death of his second wife, Sarah. She died of the 
croup on 12 March 1902 in Lower Alsace Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania’ and 
was buried in a solid walnut casket attired in a black silk dress covered with an 
eiderdown blanket.’ Daniel died of dropsy’? on 8 May 1905" in Berks County,

The party stirred around for 
some time when about 50 yards to the east of the spot where the legs were 
found a man's skull was discovered. It lay under a pile of leaves, at the foot 
of a tree on level ground. The skull was bear of flesh and it was impossible 
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to tell what the man’s features had been like. The discovery was made by 
Edward Bingaman.?°° 


The local authorities believed the decapitated body was an act of murder. The identity 
of the body was never determined.

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Chapter 4 


Samuel Bingeman (1833-1888) and Caroline Schildt (1839-1888) 


(3) Samuel Bingeman was the son of Samuel Bingeman and Sarah Wentzel. Samuel was 
born 10 July 1833 and baptized 12 May 1834 in Berks County, Pennsylvania.! Samuel, a 
stone mason by trade, married Caroline Schildt, the daughter of John and Hannah 
(Saylor) Schildt, on 27 June 1857 in Berks County, Pennsylvania. 


In 1860 Samuel and Caroline, with three of their young children, lived in Alsace 
Township, Berks County, Pennsylvania. Living with them at that time was Samuel's 
father, Samuel, age fifty-five.” Still residing in Alsace Township in 1870, Samuel was a 
stonemason with his real estate valued at three-hundred dollars and a personal estate 
valued at one hundred dollars. By 1876 Samuel and his family moved into the city of 
Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania and lived at various homes in the east Reading 
area for the next twelve years. From 1876 through 1877 they lived at 1837 Cotton Street 
and later moved to 1839 Perkiomen Avenue where they resided until 1883. The next 
three years saw the family living in three different homes: 434 South Eighteenth Street, 
Fourteenth Street and 509 South Fourteenth Street. It was at this last address where 
Samuel died 14 July 1888 from the effects of malaria fever.‘ 


Eleven days after Samuel’s death his wife, Caroline, died of typhoid fever? and 
grandson, Earle Pauley, died of convulsions on 25 July 1888 in Berks County, 
Pennsylvania.® The day before, Samuel’s daughter, Hannah, mother of Earle Pauley, 
died of typhoid fever on 24 July 1888 in Berks County, Pennsylvania.’ The funerals for 
Caroline, Hannah and Earle were held 29 July 1888. Over five hundred passed through 
the front room of the Bingaman house to view the bodies. Hannah and her young son, 
both wearing white satin shrouds, were buried in the same coffin. Caroline was buried 
wearing a black satin dress. It was estimated there were over one thousand five 
hundred people in attendance at the funeral services held at Spies Church, Berks

Ephraim Bingeman (1844-1918) and Emmaline Heck (1866-1890) 


(7) Ephraim Bingeman, seventh child and sixth son of Samuel Bingeman and Sarah 
Wentzel, was born 9 May 1844 in Berks County, Pennsylvania and baptized 20 May 
1845 in Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania.! 


At the age of seventeen, on 10 October 1862, Ephraim enlisted in the United States 
Army. He was mustered in at Harrisburg on 3 November 1862 and served in the 151* 
Regiment of the Pennsylvania Infantry company K. A farmer by trade, Ephraim was 
listed at five feet, six inches tall with a light complexion, grey eyes and sandy hair.” 


During the early organization of the 151%, the unit spent most of their time on picket 
duty and foraging for food and water. Ephraim saw action at Chancellorsville and 
Gettysburg. Wounded in the right knee during the first day of battle at Gettysburg on 1 
July 1863, Ephraim spent the remainder of his service time in the hospital. He was 
discharged from the service and the Haddington Hospital on 19 October 1864.° Located 
in West Philadelphia, the Haddington Hospital occupied the Bull’s Head Tavern 
situated at 65" and Vine Street. Not considered a major hospital, Haddington closed 
soon after the war and is currently the site of a nursing home. 


One and a half years after returning from the war Ephraim settled in Mt. Pleasant, 
Pennsylvania and married Emmaline Heck, the daughter of John and Hannah 
(Jennings) Heck, on 26 May 1866.4 The marriage was recorded in the First Reformed 
Church, Reading, Berks County, Pennsylvania. Ephraim worked as a farm laborer and 
also found employment in a saw mill and later as a day laborer. 


Ephraim and Emma had two daughters, Maggie Henrietta Amanda, born on 14 June 
18675 and Mary Ann Deborah, born on 31 May 1869.° Maggie lived to adulthood but

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never married nor had any children. Mary lived about four months dying on 5 October 
1869.” 


Ephraim and Emma’s lives appeared to be very simple, doing their jobs and helping 
neighbors throughout the small community of Mt. Pleasant. Ephraim was noted in one 
paper as assisting in the killing of a “porker” for a widow in his community.* However, 
as the years progressed Emma suffered from the effects of various diseases and during 
the last five years of her life suffered greatly from ill health. Emma died on 6 August 
1890 in her home? and was buried in the Bern Cemetery across the road from the Bern 
Church. Ten years later Ephraim’s surviving daughter, Maggie, died on Christmas day 
1900" and was buried next to her mother in the Bern Cemetery. 


One can only imagine the grief that was felt by this old soldier from the death of wife 
and two children. Now alone, Ephraim continued to work and assist his neighbors as 
needed. Later in life Ephraim, obviously proud of his military service, traveled South 
with other veterans to visit various Civil War battle sites! and participated in the 
doings of his Grand Army of the Republic post. 


Prior to 1910 Ephraim employed a housekeeper, Minerva Berger. Interestingly in 1912, 
with a forty-six years age difference, Ephraim married his housekeeper.'? One wonders,

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how lonely was Ephraim? In that same year, 1912, Minerva gave birth to a stillborn 
son. The child was buried alongside Ephraim’s first wife and two daughters. 


In October 1917 newspapers reveal that Ephraim’s health was declining and Dr. David 
Hain was attending.'* On 15 June 1918, at the age of seventy-four, Ephraim succumbed 
to his gangrene and illness that come to the aged. Too poor to pay for his burial, the 
cemetery board of St. Thomas Church furnished a stone vault for the remains of 
Ephraim.‘ He was buried in the Bern Church Cemetery.” 


After his death Minerva received her widow’s civil war pension. She did not re-marry 
but had two children with Dr. Hain, the same physician who attended her deceased 
husband. Minerva died on 23 December 1921 at the age of thirty-two at Sinking Springs, 
Berks County, Pennsylvania.’® At the time of her death, church records indicated 
Minerva was buried in the Bern Church Cemetery, however no marker was placed to 
indicate her final resting place. In the 1980s, her only surviving child received 
permission from Bern Church to place a marker. The marker was placed beside 
Ephraim’s near his first wife and children’s stones.
